7 BADLY INJURED ON C.N.R. 


Two Other Edmontonians Among the 
Victims—Scene Was Unity, 


Saskatchewan | 


Unity, ‘Sask., June 28.—Piling huge 
freight cars 50 feet in the air, killing 
Charles Bradshaw of Edmonton out- 
right, and believed: to have’ snuffed 
out the lives of at least three other 
men, in addition to-sending seven oth- 
- ers to hospital, and causing: damage 
amounting to several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, one of the most spectac- 
ular train wrecks n the history of the 
Canadian National Railways occurred 
at Yonker, about thirty miles west. of 
this point early on Wednesday even- | 
ing. 

Thirty-five cars of a 75-car train 
left the rails, splintering into piles of, 
twisted matchwood, and piling ¢ost- | 
. ly freight into the ditch. As the “Big! 
Mike” 3500 class engine endeavored to | 
slide to a stop when the engineer 
- sensed the accident,. the cars behind 
- piled into -the engine, weighing with! 
road equipment 225 tons; and the cars 
piled up one on top of the other un- 
til they toppled into the ditch, leaving 
a mass of wreckage 50 feet high. 

The dead ‘man and several compan- 
ions were riding the freight into 
Saskatchewan ‘to’ sécure employment, 
and it is feared that several . others | 
who were also “riding the rods” have 

been killed under the, tons of debris, 
” which litter the scene. |

Another ‘Reform In China 


Ruler Of Honan Province’ Forbids 
Binding Of Women’s Feet 

Vomen of Honan are to totter no 
longer on tiny bound feet. Marshal 
Feng Yuhisiang, revolutionary 
ruler of the province, has not only 
prohibited binding’ the feet of young 
girls, but also has ordered that the 
feet of their mothers and grandmoth- 
ers, must be loosed from their bonds. 

This abolition of “lily feet,” Which 
Chinese for generations have consid- 
among woman's _ greatest 
charms, but which appear as cruel 
deformities to most -orientals, is to 
be “accomplished by persuasioon if 
possible, but by direct official action 
if necessary. A propaganda against 
footbinding is being. carried out in
